\ Very solid proof of the fact that the 
grand structure which is to rise upon 
the oave waste and odoriferous James 
Buy tbits, will speedily begin to grow 
upou the laboriously constructed founda¬ 
tion*, are iuruinhvd by the piles uf 
gigantic granite monoliths which have 
been deposited ou the ground near the 
ca»i sidewalk of the cuu-a-wuy. 

Tb«se buge blocks of the beautiful 
dark-gray Newcastle l»land stone have 
jum arrived from the quarries, hud will 
be put iuto the*r places n» fast as the 
builder* can handle them. Rome of those 
bliM-k* measure fifleeu feet loug- six to 
eight feet broad by three or lour feet 
thick, und weigh upwards o( ten tous. 
Each block is numbered, and was cut 
eepeviully for its destimxl place iu the 
lower walls of the building, tbe super¬ 
structure of which will have immovable 
foundallmi upou those giaut >tones. 

Tbe lalmr of hamlUug aud trausport- 
ing such p.»nderoUN luassee is very great, 
and gives one «ome idea of what the 
building of the pyramids UiUsl have been 
like, although tha enormous cub*-* and 
obUiugs of flinty syenite from the 
Ethiopiuu desert bad t'o bo dealt with 
eutirely by ninu. borne and ox power. 
While those for the big hotel, ore lifted 
and laid mainly with tbe aid of steam 
aud a scientific arrangement of block 
and tackle. 

Koine notion uf the cx'.Vut of tbe new 
hotel may bo gained by remembering 
that hundreds of those Brobdingnaginu 
masses of granite will be required fat 
bliiTdlng the lower courses; upon which 
the lofty wall* of the *uperstru«*ture 
will rear fhemaaives far Into the sir. 

The cement foundsti«na have Nat as 
hard as, or harder than any rock, and 
look strong emtugh to bear tbe load of 
Atlas. The cells ntge under the hotel 
will be immense. The structural steel 
in the fortn of manaive steel girders and 
pillars bnilf up of thick ste*-l plate and 
rivetted, b» beginning to arrive on the 
ground, and is being hauled to pkire. 
It is on those treinmhmsly strong sup¬ 
ports that the weight «>f 4k« *uper*frac- 
ture will rest, where it has to span open 
spaces. 

Tlie brick, also, Is beginning to arrive 
from the Hnmber kilns, and more than 
a million and a half of Them will be 
swallowed up In the vnsf building. One
